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What’s cooking, Anwar? 

President Sadat said a few days ago in Kuwait that he 
fears “something is cooking** between Jordan and -Syria, a 
peculiar observation from a master chef with his own history 
of cordon bleu moves in the Middle East. 

His remark came at the end of a five-nation tour in the 
-Arabian Peninsula -that resulted in pledges of substantial 
financial aid, but apparently not substantial enough to solve 
some of Egypt’s dire economic problems, particularly the 
matter of its external debt. 

If something is, indeed, cooking in the eastern part of 
the Arab World, Mr. Sadat’s concern springs from an alto¬ 
gether belated realisation that he may not be the guest of 
honour at the final banquet. Egypt is in something of a state 
of suspended animation right now vis-k-vis Middle East peace 
efforts, primarily as a result of the Sinai disengagement agree¬ 
ment with Israel. 

Sadat has made something of a promise not to beat up 
the Israelis. If he keeps the promise, which seems likely at 
the moment, he is in bad grace in the rest of the Arab World. 
If he breaks the promise, he will likely get a bearing from the 
Americans. 

It is not an enviable position, because it has effectively 
neutralised the few weapons Mr. Sadat had at his disposal — 
his army, his Russian connection (however tenuous and shal¬ 
low it is and was), his position on Israel's southern flank, 
his control of the Suez Canal and his new political clout via 
his Riyadh connection. 

He was in a position last year when substantial Arab aid 
from the oil producers could have gone a long way to alleviat¬ 
ing the economic constraints that dulled his political clout, 
at a time when he still enjoyed prestige in the Arab World 
as a result of the 1973 October War. He plugged up both those 
sources of life-sustaining moral and economic support when 
he signed the American-inspired disengagement agreement. 
Nobody knows what he has been promised in return, but 
events in the eastern part of the Arab Middle East are obvious¬ 
ly not to hir liking. 

He is not too pleased with the Syrian -J ordanian integra¬ 
tion programme and has said so publicly. There is a lurking 
danger that he may play upon this irritation of his and foster 
wide-scale divisiveness, when deep consultation is more the 
order of the day. 

If something is cooking, our suggestion to Mr. Sadat is 
that he consult the chefs before rejecting the menu. 

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


The Jordan press Tuesday 
commented on the implications 
of President Sadat’s recent trip 
to the Gulf states. 

“President Sadat has achiev¬ 
ed a significant success in his 
Gulf tour.

“The Arabs,” said the paper,

true supporters of Egypt, and 
that Egypt’s belonging to the 
Arab nation is profitable and 
dignifying, as much as sacrific¬ 
es for the Arab cause are not 
a loss.”

“On the other hand,” conti¬ 
nued Ad Dustour, “The setting 
up of an Arab fund to re-infor¬ 
ce the Egyptian economy is a 
national step which deserves 
support. But, in order to reap 
the real fruits of this step, the 
responsibilities of the fund 
should be extended to reach ail 
confrontation countries which 
form the deterrent Arab force 
against the common enemy.” 

In its editorial, A! Shaab said 
that in his interview with news¬ 
men in Kuwait, President Sadat 
said Syria has no other choice 
but to re-new the mandate of 
the United Nations Forces, or 
else it has to bear the conse¬ 
quences alone. 

“This talk by the President 
comes at a time when the Mid¬

“We aS know that Syria is 
prepared to continue the fight 
to restore Arab dignity and ho¬ 
nour. likewise, the Arab na¬ 
tion is ready to stand by Syria, 
as it did in 1973. The Syrian 
soldier should not stand alone 
to face the enemy’s fire. There 
are a great number of Arabs 
who still believe that the res¬ 
toration of occupied Arab ter¬ 
ritories will not be achieved 
through the UJ4. forces or by 
partial agreements,” AI Shaab 
concluded.

CAIRO, March 2 (R). — Egyp¬ 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi met tonight with Mr.
